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DETAILED ACTION 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Christensen et al. (Christensen) (US 2002/0049037 A1) (provided by applicant). 

As to claim 1 , Christensen discloses a reception system (100) with reception 
means (paragraphs 29-31) for receiving a radio signal (paragraph 28-31) broadcast by a 
radio station (140, paragraph 29), in which radio signal inquiry information is contained 
(paragraph 31-38), wherein at least one activatable answer input means is provided 
(control interface, 116; paragraph 38), with which answer input means, by activation of 
the same, a generation of answer information representing an answer option can be 
issued as the answer to received inquiry information (paragraph 38, 54), and wherein 
answer-information transmission means (Fig. 1) are provided, with the aid of which the 
generated answer information can be transmitted to answer-information reception 
means (Fig. 1; paragraphs 38 and 54). 
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As to claim 2, Christensen discloses wherein characteristic-information delivery 
means is additionally provided to deliver characteristic information (paragraph 32, 37, 
40, 43, 54) that is significant to a radio station (paragraph 32, 37, 40, 43, 54). 

As to claim 3, Christensen discloses wherein the reception means is designed as 
a conventional analog signal A/V apparatus or an Internet radio with digital signal 
processing (Fig. 1; paragraphs 29-31 and 88-93). 

As to claim 4, Christensen discloses wherein the characteristic information 
delivery means is designed to deliver characteristic information (paragraph 32, 37, 40, 
43, 54), which can be formed from the radio signal (paragraph 29-37). 

As to claim 5, Christensen discloses wherein detection means are additionally 
provided (paragraphs 30-31), with which detection means a detection of location 
information is enabled (paragraph 22, 37, 38), wherein the location information can be 
used to determine the characteristic information (paragraph 22, 37, 38). 

As to claim 6, Christensen discloses wherein the answer input means is formed 
by a remote control device (paragraph 100).
